‘Another True Bill Albee 
Attempt to Bribe Public 
Officer to Award Con- 
tract. 


By the Associated Press. 

YOUNGSTOWN, O., Oct. 11.— 
The Mahoning County grand jury 
returned four secret indictments 
_ yesterday against six persons, in- 
cluding two executives of the 
Youngstown Telegram, a Scripps- 
Howard newspaper. These two 
were charged with falsifying circu- 
lation figures. Two of the others 
were charged with atiempting to 
-pribe a County Sanitary District 
official with $2¢0,000 to obtain 
contracts, 

This is only one round in a long 
battle with the County Prosecutor 
over public affairs,” said Feliz 
Bruner, editor of the Telegram. 

Proséeytor Ray L. Thomas was 
attacked by the Telegram in an at- 
tempt to have him removed from 
office a year ago. 

The Telegram men indicted were 
John T. Watters, business mana- 
ger, and James J. Morrisey, circu- 
lation manager. They are alleged 
to have padded -irculation figures 
“for the purpose of deceiving ad- 
vertisers.”" They posted $1000 
bonds. 

The grand jury recommended 
that Prosecutor Thomas submit to 
the United States District Attorney 
evidence of alleged false affidavits 
“pertaining to the Telegram’s cir- 

- culation. 

The grand jury charged a Tele- 
gram attack on Fred La Belle, a 
director of the Mahoning Valley 
‘Sanitary District, a $9,500,000 
project, “resulted in a loss to tax- 
payers of this community of a sum 
in excess of $500,000,” It charged 
that La Belle was approached by 
Albert A. Reilly, vice-president and 
associate editor of the Telegram, 
“for the purpose of attempting to 
influence La Belle in awarding cer- 
tain contracts ... to a proposed 
company to consist of Galitzen’ I. 
Reilly, Albert A. Reilly, W. C. Reil- 
ly, John G. Beck and Albert F. 
Riley. . j 

“We further find,” the grand 
jury report said, “an attempt was 
made by John G. Beck and Albert 
F. Riley to bribe La Belle in the 
amount of $200,000 for the purpose 
of securing contracts.” 

-The three Reillys are brothers. 
W. C. Reilly is vice-president of the 
Youngstown Sheet & Tube Co. and 
Galitzen Reilly a contractor. Beck 
and Riley are not Youngstown res- 
idents.

After hiring a Greek lawyer to 
defend his interests, the one-time 
multimillionaire, indicted for lar- 
ceny and embezzlement in Chicago. 
declared: Now I am confident 1 
will not be extradited.” 

He made the statement while 
still detained in the office of the 
Chief of Police. Insull arose early, 
and soon received the Chief of Po- 
lice, joking with him because the 
bed he slept on in the police head- 
quarters office had been borrowed 
from a hotel. 

The lawyer demanded that Insull 
be released from custody on the 
ground the extradition treaty be- 
tween Greece and the United 
States was not yet effective. He de- 
clared Insull could not be held by 
authorities for more than 48 hours, 
since further detention would be 
illegal. 

U. 8. Minister R. P. Skinner in- 
formed the Government that a for- 
mal demand for Insull's extradition 
Was on its way to ‘Athens from 
Washington. 

Insull thanked the Chief tor hav- 
ing made him comfortable and 
then made a formal request that 
he be moved to a hotel or a hos- 
pital, “where I could be better ac- 
com modated.”

He denied the charges placed 
against him, saying: I have not 
embezzled or concealed any sum.” 

He explained he had lost $100,- 
000,000 personally when his utilli- 
ties ehain collapsed and that all 
the money he had left was his pen- 
sion of $18,000 a year. 

Insull declared he had not yet 
heard of steps being taken by the 
United States authorities for his 

tradition. He was extremely agi- 
Ae times. He said he had 
just completed a nee to his wife 
in Paris. 

At the United States Legation 
it was explained a formal demand 
for Insull's extradition had been 
forwarded to the Greek Foreign 
Office, with the request that he 
be detained pending the outcome 
of the proceedings. It was also de- 
clared that the extradition treaty 
between the United. States and 
Greece had been signed and rati- 
fied, but that copies of the docu- 
ment had not yet been exchanged. 
The Legation spokesman said ex- 
change of the copies normally oc- 
curred in Washington, adding that 
he thought the fact that this for- 
mality had not beén complied with 
would in no way affect the demand 
for Insulj’s extradition. 

The Foreign Office has not yet 
appointed a commission. to hold 
hearings on the extradition, 

The U. 8. Consul, however, in- 
formed Insull he could waive ex- 
tradition, in which event he would 
be released in order to return to 
the United States voluntarily. In- 
sull formally refused to do this.

A group of nearly 800 pickets 
flanked the mine as workers 
emerged at closing time.

PLANS FOR AIR ‘RAID’ 
ON CITY TOMORROW 


How Artillerymen in Forest 
Park Will Defend St. Louis 
in Game. 


The Sixty-first Coast Artillery, 
regular army anti-aircraft regiment 
in camp at Scott Field, will enter 
St. Louis over the Municipal Bridge 
at 1:30 p. m. tomorrow to take 
up positions in Forest Park, where 
it will “defend” St. Louis from a 
simulated airplane attack tomor- 
row night. 

Under command of Lieutenant- 
Colonel J. A. Green, the regiment 
will set up its five 800,000,000-can- 
dlepower searchlights with their 
sensitive sound locators at five; 
points in Forest Park—near the 
Mounted Police Station, back of the 
Municipal Theater, just south of 
Jefferson Memorial, on Art Hill, 
and at Skinker road and Lindell 
boulevard. é 

The airplane ‘attack will begin 
at 7 p. m., when six planes of the 
Fifteenth Observation Squadron 
from Scott Field, commanded. by 
Lieut. F. A. Johnson and six of 
the 110th Observation Squadron, 
Missouri National Guard, under 
Maj. Philip R. Love, will approach 
the park from the east in assault 
elements of three planes each. 

The planes will fly at 5000 feet 
and artili@ry officers expect to be 
able to focus their searchlight 
beams on them about the time they 
cross the river headed ‘westward. 
They will be held in the beams un- 
til they are about four miles west 
of Forest Park. To facilitate the 
work of the artillery the planes 
will fly on agreed courses and will 
have their running lights on. 

The leaders of eaah of the plane 
formations will keep in touch with 
one another and with Scott Field 
by radio. A blimp from Scott 
Field will participate in the show, 
working at an altitude of 3500 
feet.

Succumbs at 79 on Texas Estate Which He 
Developed After Driving Drill 1500 
Feet to Water.

CORPUS CHRISTI, Tex, Oct. 
11.—Robert J. Kleberg, 79 years 
old, ranchman and father of Con- 
gressman Richard M. Kleberg, died 


ranch near Kingsville. 

Kleberg had been in ill health 
for five years. Representative Kle- 
berg was at the bedside. 

Funeral plans were held in abey- 
ance pending the arrival of Mr. 
John A. Larkin, a daughter, by 
plane from New York. 

A principality ruled by a king 
perhaps would most nearly describe 
the vast territory over which Mr. 
Kleberg held sway and where he 
wrought his lasting works 

The King ranch in South Texas, 
which Mr. Kleberg developed, con- 
tained 1,800,000 acres. The State 
of Delaware could be set down in- 
side the territory and there would 
be enough left over to make a city 
the size of Chicago and in addition 
to this a front yard about the size 
of the District of Columbia. The 
ranch includes one entire Texas 
county and parts of six others. It 
has 80 miles of coast, the Gulf of 
Mexico being 45 miles east of the 
Kleberg front door. 

On this great “farm” are 100 
miles of railroad, three towns, four 
schools, a cotton mill, a butter fac- 
tory, and numerous other industrial 
plants for manufacturing the prod- 
ucts of the ranch. The men who 
work on the ranch use 2000 saddle 
horses and 30 automobiles to travel 
from pasture to pasture. 

When Capt. Richard King died in 
1885, the ranch ¢€ontained about 
500,000 acres. Kleberg was ap- 
pointed manager by Capt. King’s 
widow and then began one of the 
most unusual agricultural develop- 
ments, 

Kleberg was a young lawyer in 
Corpus Christi, Tex. He was born 
in De Witt County, Tex., Dec. 6, 
1853, and was graduated from the 
University ot Virginia law school 
in 1880. He had transacted most 
of Capt. King’s legal business and 
the widow naturally turned to him 
for aid when the founder of the 
estate died. She persuaded him 
to abandon the law for farming. He 
moved to the ranch and later mar- 
ried her daughter, Miss Alice King. 

Probably his greatest accom- 
plishment was his development of 
an adequate water supply. The en- 
tire success of the King ranch and 
all the great farming country of 
this section of Texas depended upon 
this one thing: 

When he went to the ranch he 
found cattle dying and the iand 
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yesterday at his Santa Gertrudis} , 


parched for lack of water. He first 
tried impounding by means of 
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dams, but the arid climate made 
this supply brackish. He then ex- 
perimented with shallow wells 
without result. Finally, after many 
attempts, he drilled a deep well, 
going down about 1500 feet, and 
there tapped an inexhaustible sup- 
ply of underground water and 
showed other farmers that beneath 
their feet lay the water they had 
sought for generations. 

The water aided in bringing the 
railroad, the St. Louis, Brownsville 
& Mexico, which for 100 miles 
never leaves the King ranch. This 
road gave the Kleberg cattle speedy 
access to market, whereas they for- 
merly had to be driven overland, 

Then Kleberg began introducing 
blooded cattle from Missouri, Ken- 
tucky and the best Texas herds. He 
showed other farmers that the land 
would grow cotton as well as cattle. 
He proved that the ranges also 
could be made a dairy country. He 
brought plants and crops from the 
ends of the earth. Rhodes grass 
from South Africa, the eucalyptus 
tree from California. No country 
was too remote for his investiga- 
tions. He brought in Brahma cat- 
tle from India and found that they 
improved the Texas stock.

City Wants $1,600,000 for 
Construction on Western End 
of Municipal Span. 


The city will apply for a $1,600,- 
000 loan from the Reconstruction 
Finance Corporation for construc- 
tion of the western approach of the 
Free Bridge, as soon as the formal- 
ities for right-of-way have been 
met and the technical details have 
been checked, City Counsel Muench 
told railroad officials meeting to- 
day in the office of Mayor Miller. 


The approach, which will connect 
the bridge with the Terminal yards 
and Union Station, will cross Mis- 
souri Pacific, Frisco and Terminal 
Railroad Association tracks over- 
head. The railroads have given 
waivers and deeds which will allow 
construction of the approach over 
their property, the City Counselor 
said, but they must be checked by 
city engineers and lawyers before 
the R. F. C. questionngire can be 
filled out authoritatively. 

Cost of the approach is to be 
paid out of tolls from the Terminal 
for use of the bridge so that the 
improvement is deemed by en- 
gineers to be self-liquidating, a 
condition on which the Reconstruc- 
tion Finazze Corporation insists. 

Present at the brief conference 
today were Mayor Miller, Presi- 
dent Kinsey of the Board of Pub- 
lic Service; Thomas M. Pierce, gen- 
eral counsel of the Terminal: R. 
C. White, assistant general man- 
ager of the Missouri Pacific: E. J. 
Nehlor, counsel for the Frisco, 
and a group of engineers and law- 
yers representing the roads and 
city. 

Originally the Terminal had 
agreed to furnish the cost of ap- 
proaches needed to tie the Free 
Bridge in with its lines in St. Louis 
and on the East Side. The money, 
about $3,000,000, was to be repaid 
by remission of toll charges for use 
of the bridge. 

About $1,370,000 was advanced 
to the city for construction of the 
East Side approach, now complet- 
ed, but later the Terminal asked 
that further advances be deferred 
“until business conditions improve.” 
The loan from the Reconstruction 
Finance Corporation was then sug- 
gested as a means of financing the 
remainder of the improvement. 


LOUISVILLE BANK CASES ENDED 


LOUISVILLE, Ky., Oct. 11.—The 
Federal Government yesterday 
ended the cases arising from the 
failure of the National Bank of 
Kentucky with dismissal of two 
indictments against James B. 
Brown, former president. one 
against Charles F. Jones, former 
vice-president, and one against 
Rogers Caldwell, Nashville (Tenn.) 
banker. District Attorney T. J. 
Sparks said the cases were nolled 
because of lack of proof. 

The indictment included a joint 
bill accusing Brown and Jones of 
falsifying a report to the Comp- 
trolier of Currency, one naming 
Brown on the charge of converting 
funds for the benefit of the Louis- 
ville Herald-Post, and one naming 
Caldwell on a charge of conspiracy 
to defraud the bank. Brown and 
Jones were dismissed in two pre- 
vious trials, neither of which got 
as far as the jury.

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The financial readjustment plan 
of the Frisco Railroad was ap- 
proved at a stockholders’ meeting 
today in the company’s general of- 
ficés at 906 Olive street. 

The Frisco is continuing to so- 
licit bondholders to assent to the 
plan, in order to make it effective 
and avoid receivership. Hereto- 


fore it has stated that a majority 
of both stockholders and bondhold- 
ers had assented. . 

In voting to take all steps neces- 
sary to carry out the plan, the 
stockholders specifically approved 
a new prior mortgage of $25,000,- 
000 for general corporate pur- 
poses. They voted also to reduce 
the par value o th common and 
preferred stock from $100 a share 
to $10 a share. | 

President Kurn said reduction of 
the par value was not essential to 
the plan, but was simply an aid to 
stockholders “in reducing stock 
transfer taxes based on par val- 
ues. The rights of both classes of 
stockholders would not be affected 
by the reduction, he said, and the 
total assets and liabilities of the 
company would not be changed, 

The present total par value of 
both classes of stock is $114,700,- 
626, with $49,157,400 for the pre- 
ferred and $65,543,226 for the com- 
mon. The new stated value of both 
classes would tfotal $11,470,062. 
The preferred stock sold today at 
$2.25 a share and 
at $2. 

Frisco Denies All Charges in Suit 
for Receiver. 

Denials of all material. charges 
of a stockholrers’ suit for a receiv- 
er for the Frisco Railroad and a 
defense of its financial readjust- 
ment plan are made by the rail- 
road in an answer filed yesterday 
in Federal Court. The answer 
places the suit at issue for trial. 

The railroad denies mismanage- 
ment by directors and conspiracy 
by them with bankers to profit 
through security transactions and 
alleged inflation of assets, as 
charged in the suit. The answer 
denies also that, as charged, a 
small group of directors dominated 
the railroad in the transactions 
eomplained of. 

The suit complained of transac- 
actions with Speyer & Co. and J. 
& W. Seligman & Co., both of New 
York, whereby the railroad pur- 
chased blocks of stock of the Rock 
Island Railroad and the Gulf, Mo- 
bile & Northern Railroad and of a 
refinancing plan for the Frisco 
adopted in 1928 through alleged 
conspiracy of directors with the 
two banking firms. The bankers, 
it was alleged, profited to the ex- 
tent of $16,000,000 or more from 
the transactions while the rail- 
road's rity owners lost. 

Gulf Line Deal Explained. 

Explaining the Gulf, Mobile & 
Ohio transaction, the Frisco ad- 
mits it purchased 25,000 shares 
of Gulf stock through the New 
York firms for $961,021, but de- 
nies that it resulted in a loss of 
that amount and states it was rat- 
ified by the directors after full 
discussion and in the exercise of 
independent judgment by each di- 
rector. The railroad denies on in- 
formation and belief that any di- 
rector was heavily interested in 
Gulf stock at the time of the pur- 
chase or that the purchase was 
made to bolster the stock’s market 
value. No director profited through 
the transaction, it is stated. 

As to the Rock Island deal, the 
railroad says it purchased 183,333 
shares from New York firms in 
1926 at a price of about $56 a 
share, but denies:that the two firms 
profited other than through com- 
missions totaling about $253,000, 
or that the transaction resulted in 
loss to the Frisco. 

The 1928 refinancing plan was 
not adopted pursuant to a con- 
spiracy in an alleged dominating 
group of directors nor did either 
of the banking firms make “any- 
thing like” $10,000,000 through the 
refinancing, the railroad declares. 

Denies Assets Were Written Up. 

The railroad denies also that as- 
sets of the company were written 
up arbitrarily after the reorgani- 
zation of 1916, or that dividends 
were paid out of capital from 1924 
to 1931, inclusive. All dividends 
were paid out of current earnings 
except in 1931 and a portion of 
1930, it is stated, when they were 
paid out of accumulated surplus. 

Replying to allegations that the 
readjustment plan was designed to 
benefit bankers and certain classes 
of security owners and would re- 
sult in further dilution of the equity 
of stockholders, the railroad asserts 
that the plan was adopted to pro- 
tect all security holders from loss- 
es consequent to a receivership. 

Should bondholders elect to en- 
force their rights rather than assent 
to the plan, the railroad states, 
complete elimination of stockhold- 
ers’ equity might result, whereas 
any dilution of their equity through 
issuance of stock to bondholders 
under the plan would be a com- 
paratively small sacrifice. 

“A great majority” of affected 
security owners have assented to 
the plan, the answer asserts. The 
railroad has said that unless there 
was a virtually unanimous assent,

Circuit Judge Brown at Belleville 
yesterday, sustained exceptions to 
charges 6f fraud in the suit of 22 
railroads and other corporations to 
restrain the East Side Levee and 
Sanitary District from carrying out 
a contract with the H. H. Hall 
Construction Co. for - revetment 
work on the river front. 1 

The bill of exceptions, referring 
particularly to a charge of fraud- 
ulent conspiracy between trustees 
of the Levee Board and “unknown 
persons,” was presented by attor- 
neys for the construction company. 
The bill stated that the charges 
were scandalous and harmful to 
the construction cempany. 

Judge Brown sustained the ex- 
ceptions after attorntys for the 
compplaining corporations con- 
tended that substantiation of the 
charges was proper only at a 
trial of the injunction suit. He 
deciined to set the case for hear- 
ing at their request, stating that 
fixing. of a trial date was up to 
the Circuit clerk. 

Attorneys for the Levee Board 
stated that the revetment work 
was going ahead and grobably 
would be finished next week. The 
injunction suit charged that the 
construction company’s bid of 
$101,721, under which the con- 
tract was awarded, was excessive 
by $54,000. The board’s answer 
denied the charges.

Wilbur said: “We need to face 
the essential fact that the kernel 
in the Democratic political nut is 
the hope and perhaps belief that 
people will blindly vote the depres- 
sion, just as they voted the drouth 
in certain ar two years ago.

Herriot Will Discuss It With U. 
S. Delegate in London

PARIS, Oct. 11.—Premier Her- 
riot was expected to confer with 
Norman Davis, United States Dis- 
armament Conference delegate, 
about the proposed new French 
disarmament plan when he goes to 
London tomorrow to consult with

French newspapers said today 
the new French plan consists of 
five projects: 

1. A general convention for the 
reduction of armaments, 

2. A general consultative pact 
which would include the United 
States. 

3. A regional European pact 
for mutual assistance and non- 
aggression. 

4. Progressive creation of an 
international air force to be 
placed at the disposal of the 
League of Nations. 

‘6. A protocol on the applica- 
tion of the principle of equality 
of righte—a measure intended to 
satisfy Germany. 

Under the proposed consultative 
pact, if a nation insisted on war 

after a warning, mutual assistance 
would be brought to operate in fa- 
vor of the country which was the 
victim of aggression and the Unit- 
ed States would ebandon its rights 
of neutrality. 

The fifth preject would stipulate 
@ new strength of armament for 
each state, which could not be in- 
creased, and it would also recog- 
nize the principle of equality of 
rights. 


Viscount Byng Made Field Marshal. 

LONDON, Oct. 11. — Viscount 
Byng of Vimy, who retired as chief

USINESS has dévised another way 
B to revive prosperity. All that is nec- 
essary js to let those who are now work- 
ing share their jobs and incomes with 
those now unemployed. Simple. And it 
will put the 12,000,000 back to work! 
Sounds great. But what sort of a measly 
wage are those now employed able to 
earn? Eight, 10 or 15 dollars a week, 
an amount already too small to 
take care of the family’s needs, to say 
nothing of helping take care of another 
family. But business comes along and 
says that it is the duty of the working 
man to take care of his fellow worker. 
And worshiping business, our chorus be- 
comes, “Thy will be done.” 

Job-sharing may relieve slightly the 
load on the charitable institutions that 
capitalism finds so necessary.

Shipping Board, defended subsidies to the American 
merchant marine as conforming to our governmental 
poliey of encouraging and protecting industries. He 
argued, plausibly, that if it was sound economics to 
foster railroad building in the beginning with Fed- 
eral aid and to promote highway construction by 
similar means, it was logical to extend the practice to 
ships, which belong to the transportation family, just 
as do the railroads and ths highways. He told 
audience, however, that foreign shipowners were 
tacking the American merchant marine with prop 
ganda directed against the policy of subsidy, and 
explained their animus as due to the fact that much 
of their profitable business had been taken over 
by American lines. 

The extent and influence of the propaganda of for- 
eign shipping interests are matters concerning which 
we are ufiinformed. We venture to doubt, though, 
that it has seriously affected public sentiment in the 
Middle West. And, as a matter of fact, the foreign 
shipping interests are engaged in a superfluous work, 
and spending money needlessly, in attempting to un- 
dermine the American merchant marine. We have 
attended to that job ourselves. When we passed the 
Hawley-Smoot tariff bill we practically dry-docked 
our merchant ships. Not completely and at once, of 
course, but we made a good start and have since been 
making marvelous progress. : 

Our foreign trade has witheréd under the blight 
of that tariff law until it now is but a sorfy remnant 
of its former magnitude. And no substantial revival 
dt foreign trade may reasonably be looked for so 
long as the present tariff barriers remain as they are. 
Meantithe, as has frequently been stated, othér na- 
tions have erected tariff walls of their own, largely 
in reprisal, with the consequence that international 
trade is everywhere languishing. And there isn’t 
money enough in all the treasuries of the world to 
subsidize shipping into the vigor of healthful activity 
while the tariff injunctions against commerce persist. 
There is another factor in the situation, of utmost 
concern to the American people, since it may develop 
into a permanent industrial injury which no reversal 
of mistaken tariff policy can correct. We refer to 
the migration of American industries. Canada is to- 
day dotted with plants and factories of American 
ownership, which formerly operated at home, em- 
ployed American labor and contributed their quota 
to the maintenance of American prosperity. That mi- 
gration, as everyone knows, was incited by our tariff 
policy, to escape the penalties of which our industries 
have fled, not only across the Canadian border, but 
across the seas to Europe. Whether those industries 
will ever return is debatable. What is certain is 
that the longer they remain away the less probable 
their return becomes. 

The head of the Shipping Board is wasting his en- 
ergy in cautioning us to beware of the treacherous 
propaganda of foreign shipowners. He should train 
his guns on the Hawley-Smoot tariff—the most de- 
structive pirate that ever sailed the Seven Seas. 
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STILL HAS MONEY. 

At a time when the fortunes of the Insulls are at 
low ebb, and swiftly subsiding, it is pleasant to be 
able to dwell for a moment on one comforting in- 
stance, referring, of course, to the settlement in cash 
of that hotel bill in Milan. It was a trifling obliga- 
tion of $13, but the payment was made, so the dis- 
patches say, “from an abundance of cash.”

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“THE STORY OF A RACKET.” 


The increasing literature of protest against Treas- 
ury-raiding war veterans now includes a book en- 
titled, “Peace Veterans—The Story of a Racket and a 
Plea for Economy.” The author is Roger Burlin- 
game, formerly an officer of an A. E. F. machine-gun 
battalion. Mr. Burlingame reviews the pension his- 
tory of the Civil and Spanish wars, and shows how 
the steadily increasing demands of World War vet- 
eras constitute a real national danger affecting the 
interest of every taxpayer. 

Mr. Burlingame's book contains a series of graphs 
that bring the lesson home. Among other things, they 
point out that, whereas in 1921 only 13.2 per cent of 
total Government expenditures were devoted to vet- 
erans’ benefits, in 1932 the figure has mounted to 24 
per cent; that non-war cases in veterans’ hospitals 
exceed war cases; that the cost of administering the 
Veterans’ Bureau has risen from. more than $9,000,000 
in 1921 to nearly $46,000,000 in 1931; that an emer- 
gency Captain retired for 30 per cent disability re- 
ceives $150 per month, while the widow and child of 
an emergency Captain killed in combat receive but 
$40 per month. 

It is plain the country needs to be awakened to the 
pension and disability evil, and that reformation is 
necessary. Neither Mr. Burlingame nor any of the 
other writers on the subject has the least quarrel 
with the country’s generosity to men wounded or dis- 
abled in the war, or to dependents of men killed. 
They all do object to Federal support of men whose 
disabilities have no connection with the war, and to 
free treatment of them in Government hospitals.

Of course, 
no guarantee against fraud is present in any election 
system, but numerous safeguards can be thrown 
around a permanent registration plan, as has been 
demonstrated in the many states which have already 
adopted this device. Miss Bobb’s plan makes use of 
the experience of other states in this regard. 

For several sessions, Kansas City has sought per- 
mission of the Legislature to install permanent regis- 
tration, but, for one reason or another, the bills have 
failed to pass. Next winter, the two chief cities of 
the State will present a united front on the question, 
and ita chances for success will be further augmented 
by the popular demand for economy in government.

New York City’s Election 


N ordering that an election be held this 
| year to fill the vacancy resulting from 

Mayor Walker’s resignation, the courts 
have certainly avoided letting considera- 
tions of public policy influence them. It 
may be that “the law” is so clear that no 
other decision was possible, though there 
is impressive opinion to the contrary. But 
there can be no doubt whatever that, if the 
law requires an election this year, then the 
law is out of touch with political realities. 

For the net result of the decision has 
been to give Tammany the power to appoint 
Mr. Walker's successor. A mayoralty elec- 
tion in any true sense of the term is im- 
possible under existing circumstances for 
the véry reason which the authors of the 
charter had clearly in mind when they pro- 
vided that the Mayor of New York should 
not be chosen in the same year as the 
President and the Governor. 

The wisdom of that rule has been. dem- 
onstrated in the last 10 days. On the Dem- 
ocratic side, Mr. Smith and Mr. Roosevelt 
were willing to carty their fight against the 
Curry leadership of Tammany as far as 
nécessary to promote the national and the 
State tickets. They were willing to fight 
to the end to nominate Lehman and to 
prevent the renomination of Walker. Both 
these battles had to be fought in the inter 
ests of the presidential and gubernatorial 
campaigns. 

But when those interests had been safe- 
guarded, Messrs. Smith and Roosevelt 
stopped, and have let Tammany have its 
way in the City of New York. To have gone 
on fighting for the interests of New York 
City would have meant the jeopardising of 
the national and the State tickets in order 
to fight a battle for good. government in 
one municipality. :

OES MOL MOINES, Ta Ia, Oct. 11. — 
Speaking from the same platform 
on which President Hoover re- 
cently started his campaign, ex- 
Senator James A. Reed of Missouri 
attacked the administration last 
night in a speech billed as a reply 
to Hoover. 

He charged that disregard of the 
Sherman anti-trust Law by Repub- 
lican administrations, the Smoot- 
Hawley tariff and what he de- 
scribed as President Hoover's 
“scheme to reduce the price of 
American farm products” were re- 
sponsible for present economic con- 


| ditions. 


The former Demodratic Senator 
branded the President as an ex- 
ploiter of foreign enterprises whose 
“scheme,” he said, “was “to reduce 
the prices of American farm prod- 

» and declared that by so do- 
ing he “laid the foundation for ag- 
ricultural bankruptcy.” 

A crowd estimated by Coliseum 
executives at 5000 applauded the 
speaker throughout and broke into 
a long cheer as he finished with a 
tribute to Gov. Roosevelt as the 
man “to extricate this country from 
the morass in which it has been 
involved. 

“Sherman Law in Discard.” 

Departing from his prepared 
text, Reed made an attack on the 
last 12 years of Republican admin- 
istration with a charge that “the 
Sherman anti-trust law went into 
the discard” at the start of the 
Harding administration. 

The result, he declared, was the 
springing up of large “superhold- 
ing companies” whose stocks were 
thrown on the market “for gam- 
bling.”. He named specifically the

-  “Capitalistic Communism.” 

“Surely the time has come when 
we should cease to place confidence 
in either the prophecies or the 
schemes of Mr. Hoover,” Reed de- 
slared. “His predictions have come 
to naught. 

„It he has accomplished any- 
thing, it is the establishment of a 
species of capitalistic communism. 
I assert that it is as communistic in 
principle to take the money from 
the people by taxation and lend it 
and the Government credit to as- 
sist great banks, trust companies, 
railroads and other large institu- 
tions, because they are in distress, 
as it would be to impound the na- 
tional wealth to take care of the 
mass of men and women who alse 
are in distress.” 

In referring to the body of Mr. 
Hoover’s speech as a “series of in- 
correct statements and unjustifi- 
able deductions,” Reed added, “but 
there is one thread which runs 
through it all, namely, that it is 
the duty of the United States 
sustain the financial structure o 
the world.” 
He declared this to be the na- 
tural view of a man “who has spent 
a3 years of his adult life abroad 
* who came here with a 
c to reduce the price of 
American farm products and who, 
without authority of law, carried 
his scheme into effect and thus laid 
the foundations for agricultural 
bankruptcy.” 

Preservation of Gold Standard. 
Quoting from the sections of the 
President's address dealing with 
the gold standard peril, Reed said: 
“The fact is that the drain upon 
our gold reserve was largely occa- 
sioned by the mismanagement of 
the Federal Reserve system, and 
jalso that the system has been great- 
ly strengthened by the Democratic 
Glass-Seagall bill. 

“But the astounding thing is 
that at the very time efforts are 
being made over the country to re- 
store confidence in the financial 
system, Mr. Hoover is willing to 
spread false rumors about the Fed- 
eral Reserve Banks in an effort 
to win an election. 

His statement has done infinite 
harm and if credited will send a 
shiver of fear throughout the fi- 
nancial and industrial world.” He 
quoted newspaper headlines report- 
ing lower market 1 as an in- 
dication of the effet of the Hoover 
speech on stock and grain: markets 
the following day. 

Bills Never Passed. 
Mr. Hoover charged in substance 
and effect that the Democratic 
party is committed to the policy 
of creating an unsound currency 
and an unstable financial situa- 
tion,” said Reed. He bases that 
statement upon the introduction of 
certain bills in Congress which 
never passed. As a matter of fact 
—and Mr. Hoover knows the fact 
—that were some Republicans and 
some Democrats who introduced 


measures which might have been 


‘tnjurious, but that fact committed 
neither party to any proposition to 
destroy the stabiliy of our finan- 
cial structure. And Mr. Hoover 
knows that our candidate is com- 
mitttd t ono such policies as he 
charges. 
“Garner Building Bill.” 

“Mr. Hoover charges the Demo- 
cratic party seeks to ruil). the coun- 
try by the public building and the 
public improvement bill commonly 
known as the Garner bill. Regard- 
less of the merits or demerits of 
that measure, which I have not 
time to discuss, it is enough to 
say that if the Garner bill is a ‘pork 
barrel bill’ then Mr. Hoover is in 
the lard up to his eyes. Indeed, 
he is the responsible author of that 
Kind of legislation. On Nov. 21, 
1928, at a conference of Governors 
held in New Orleans, he advocated 
the adoption of a program. for the 
expenditure of $3,000,000,000 on 
public works in order to take care 
of unemployment when it should 
arise. In consonance with that 
recommendation Mr. Hoover’s of- 
ficials prepared a list of public 
buildings and works which they 
asked to have adopted by Congress. 
The Garner bill simply puts this 
proposal cf Mr. Hoover into effect. 
“For the man who was the au- 
thor of these very schemes now 
to denounce those who c them 
into effect is as unjustifiable as for 
a man to deny the paternity of his 
own child and turn against one 
who, gave it protection.
